CLOSING THE TARIFF DEBATE. 


Although it had been unanimously 
agreed that voting on the tariff should 
begin on Monday last, the Senators 
found they could not get through with 
all the iteins in the schedule and have 
time for a consideration of those which 
had been passed over for future action, 
consequently the time for debate was 
extended, and it is now believed that 
a vote will be reached the latter part 
of the present week or not later than 
next Monday. While this gives prom- 
ise of an early ending of the Senate’s 
labors, it will not insure a speedy final 
solution of the problem, although it is 
believed that the House will concur in 
a majority of the Senate changes, and 
little will be left for adjustment by a 
conference committee. As the tariff 
matter has ‘atterly been further com- 
plicated with various reciprocity 
schemes, the prospects for an early 
solution of the problem do not look so 
bright as could be wished. Durivg 
the past week a proposition to take 
quinine from the free list was voted 
down. In the House bill a duty of 
thirty-five per cent. was placed on 
nica, bat in the Senate bill this arti- 
cle was placed on the free list. A mo- 
tion to make this one of the dutiable 
articles prevailed, and it now stands 
as it did in the McKinley bill. In re- 
considering some of the paragraphs 
that had been passed over, the duty 
on flaxseed oil was changed to thirty- 
two cents per gallon instead of thirty 
cents. Calomel and other mercurial 
medicines or preparations were made 
dutiable at the rate of thirty-five per 
cent. ad valorem. Paragraph 625 was 
modified so as to read, ‘‘all mineral 
waters not artificial.” This makes 
only the natural mineral waters free. 
The Finance Committee reported an 
amendment to paragraph 59, adding 
the words ‘‘and white paint contain- 
ing zine, but not containing lead,” 
which was agreed to. The duty on 
phosphorus was made thirty per cent. 
ad valorem, instead of ten cents per 
pound. The words ‘‘or in the prepara 
tion of which alcohol is used,” were 
added to paragraph 75. which relates 
to medicinal preparations, but an 
amendment imposing a tax of 
$1.25 per gallon on distilled spirits 
was rejected by a large majority. 
Mr. Aldrich gave notice of an impor- 
tant committee amendment in lieu of 
section five which provides that arti- 
cles of foreign manufacture, such as 
are usually or ordinarily marked, 
stamped, branded, or labeled, and all 
packages containing such or other im- 
ported articles, shall be plainly 
stamped, marked, branded, or labeled, 
so as to indivate the country of their 
origin, and shall not otherwise be ad- 
mitted to entry. There is yet time for 
more changes, but it is not thought 
probable that there will be further 
important changes in the chemical 
schedule. 


DUTY ON GOODS IN BOND. 


Considerable alarm has been ex- 
pressed on account of a provision in 
the tariff bill now before the Senate, 
which is interpreted as requiring goods 
in bond at the time the law goes into 
effect to pay the increased rates. Sec- 
tion 10 of the Act of 1883 (the law now 


in force) provides, 

That all imported goods, wares and mer- 
chandise which may be in the public stores or 
bonded warehouses on the day and year when 
this act shall go into effect, except as other- 
wise provided in this act, shall be subject to 
no other duty upon the entry thereof for con- 
sumption than if the same were imported re- 
spectively after that day; and all g ods, warea 
and merchandise remaining in bonded warc- 
houses on the day and year this act shall take 
effect, and upon whivh the duties shall have 
been paid, shall be entitled to a refund of the 
difference, between the amount of duties paid 
and the amount of duties said goods, wares 
and merchandise would be subject toif the 
same were imported respectively after that 
date. 


The McKinley customs administra- 
tive law, which went into effect last 
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month, repealed sections 7, 8 and 9 of 
the act of March 8, 1883, and as there 
is nothing in that act to conflict with 
section 10, it would, of course, be oper- 
ative as affecting goods in bond when 
the new law goes into effect, and it 
was evidently the intent of the framers 
of the tariff bill, and of the Committee 
on Ways and Means of the House, that 
this provision should stand, as it is 
manifestly just and necessary to pre- 
vent financial distress. Petitions have 
been forwarded tothe Senators calling 
their attention to the matter, and ask- 
ing for the embodiment of section 10 
of the present law in the bill now 
under consideration.

NO WINDOW GLASS POOL. 


As intimated in these columns last 
week, the American window glass 
manufacturers as a whole are not yet 
ready to enter into any arrangement 
that will place the control of their 
individual businesses into other hands 
or compel them to abide strictly by the 
terms of sale others wight fix. The 
recent conferences of the Westeru 
manufacturers brought out several 
plans for placing the business on a 
more profitable footing, but only one 
seemed to meet with anything like 
general favor. This plan contem- 
plated putting the product of all the 
Western factories under the control of 
a central bureau, which should make 
all sales and fix prices on a scale that 
would give the largest buyers the ben- 
efit of the lowest rates and compel 
others to pay prices proportioned to 
the magnitude of their purchases. 

Although this scheme had the sup- 
port of two or three of the largest 
manufacturers of the country, as well 
as of the majority of those located in 
Pittsburg and vicinity, it had to be 
abandoned, or at least postponed, be- 
cause of the strong opposition from 
other glass makers and from the West- 
ern jobbers. Possibly the recalcitrant 
wanufacturers might have been 
brought into line, but the jobbers 
constitute an element in the trade 
that cannot be ignored, and that is 
not easily placated by promises. They 
feel, and possibly with good reason, 
that they have been badly treated by 
the manafacturers, and are not ready 
to enter into any plan that will especi- 
ally benefit the producers, and par- 
ticularly a plan that, if strictly carried 
out, will eventually result in the elimi- 
nation of the middleman. 


Until the manufacturers have se- 
cured the promise of co-operation from 
the jobbers—and that can only be 
done in terms that will insure the po. 
sition of middle man against the usur- 
pation of the proposed central sales 
bureau or any other device intended 
directly or remotely to enter their 
field—their chances ot successfully car- 
rying out a plan of a pool or consolida- 
tion are doubtful. With the obstacle 
presented by the jobbers remove4, 
there is little doubt that the plans of 
the promoters of the pooling scheme 
can be carried out. They were origi- 
nated by one of the largest manu- 
facturers in the country, aud have his 
enthusiastic support. There is no 
doubt that if other arguments fail, he 
could easily achieve his object by com- 
pulsory means, since he has at his 
commaad almost unlimited producing 
facilities, and could unquestionably 
call to his aid the resources of other 
large factories if pushed to extreme 
measures. That the window glass pro- 
ducing interests of this country will 
ultimately be consolijated, either in 
one great corporation or in four organ- 
izations, each controlling one of the 
four great manufacturing districts, 
there can be no doubt in the minds of 
those who know the determination 
and ability of the men who have lat- 
terly interested themselves in the pro- 
ject. However, such a consolidation 
is not likely to take place in the near 
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future, as there is too great opposition 

to the idea just now, and it will take 

time to overcome it.

A CHEMICAL UNION IN DOUBT. 

No little surprise has been caused on 
this side of the Atlantic by the report 
that a hitch has occurred in the at- 
tempt to organize a union of the Le-- 
blane alkali manufacturing interests 
in England. It has been generally ac. 
cepted as a foregone conclusion that 
the Union would be formed—in fact it 
was believed that all the preliminaries 
were completed and that it needed 
ouly the outside subscriptions, which 
it was generally supposed would be 
promptly forthcomivg when the mat- 
ter was properly presented—to float the 
scheme. It nowappears that the work 
of organizing the Union is not nearly as 
far advanced as was recently believed. 
In fact its promoters have met with 
obstacles which c mpel them to post- 
pone their plan of placing the matter 
before investors. They have by no 
means lost faith in the project, and of 
its ultimate consuwmation there is 
little doubt, At the present time, how 
ever, they have been forced to call a 
halt, and no further progress is possi- 
ble until the opposition of certain man- 
ufacturers is removed. This will neces- 
sitate a delay beyond the time fixed 
by the original negotiations giving op- 
tions on the various plants, and has 
compelled the promoters of the Union 
to ask for an extension of those optious 
for a period that will enable them, if 
no other serious obstacles intervene, to 
carry out their plans. 

Beside the inconvenience and delay 
caused by those manufacturers who 
are holdiug back, either from doubt or 
because they expect thereby to makea 
greater gain, there 's the strong oppo- 
sition of the paper manufacturers to 
any wove that will increase the cost of 
their raw materials. Cheap chemicals 
have made cheap paper and on that 
basis the paper makers have prospered 
during the last few years. They are 
unalterably opposed to an advance in 
alkalies and bleaching materials and 
at a recent meeting of their special 
committee in London it was resolved 
that every effort should be put forth 
to prevent the consummation of the 
scheme to organize a chemical union. 
In the event that such a union was 
orgauized the paper makers intend, 
according to report, to either start 
chemical works of their own or find 
the means of encouraging and extend- 
ing the cperations of the patentees of 
the ammonia process. 

In spite of present barriers to suc- 
cess, efforts to complete the amalgama- 
tion of the Leblanc process works will 
without doubt be pushed. It is gen- 
erally couceded that in the success of 
such a plan lies the. salvation of this 
method of producing alkalies, and to 
abandon it now would be to abandon 
the business to ruin and decay.

THE IMPRUVEMENT IN QUININE. 


The last two weeks have witnessed a 
decided improvement in the price of 
quinine and from present indications, 
the upward movement is likely to 
continue. This improvement is like 
most others of the same character, 
based upon the position of bark. The 
falling off in the shipments ef bark 
from Ceylon has been repeatedly 
urged as a reason why quinine should. 
advance, but as a strong feature in the 
situation it has evidently not appealed 
to speculative buyers upon whose op- 
eratious an immediate change for the 
better in the quinine market has here- 
tofore been largely dependent. The 
heavy importations of the salt for the 
past year and a half or more, coupled 
‘with the fact that the foreign manu- 
facturers, while preaching decreasing 
supplies of bark have at all times been 
willing apparently to make unlimited 
euntracts for distant forward delivery ’ 
at the current spot prices, have incul~ 
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operations in these fields to be profit- 
able notwithstanding the low price 
commanded by the product. At the 
end of the month there were 182. wells 
drilling and 212 rigs in course of erec- 
tion. As work is being pushed with 
unabated vigor in nearly every direc- 
tion there will probably be fully as 
many wells brought in during the 
present month, and there is good rea- 
son to believe that the new wells will 


be equally productive.

THE PARIS GREEN SEASON. 


The past season in the paris green 
market, which from all appearances 
has about come to an end, has in 
many ways been the most peculiar 
that has existed for some years, and 
on the whole the result of the season’s 
business can hardly be called satis— 
factory, that is, from a manufacturer's 
standpoint, the combination of cir- 
cumstances having been decidedly 
derogatory to their interests. At the 
beginning of the season it became 
evident that those makers who were 
in the combination would be obliged 
to meet determined opposition from 
outside parties, and it was announced 
that new factories were to be put in 
operation by these outside manufac- 
turers. As a natural result of this 
movement, prices were reduced, and 
they continued to be sacrificed until 
they reached a point said to be mighty 
near the cost of production, and 
values have ruled at these low figures 


ing to the rosy view of those making 
the discovery, but it remains to be 
seen how profitable the venture will 
prove to the planters. Not wishing to 
depend upon the newspaper accounts 
of the case, the REPORTER solicited 
particulars from cotton oil comp9nies 
in Columbia and received the follow- 
ing replies up to the hour of going to 
press: 


































































asin the majority of instances th 
were forwarded there for transshj 
ment to this country, for of the amen 
sent to Great Britain direct from the 
producing districts, 12,441 bales Were 
reshipped to this country, from Jann.

year, the amount has increased to 2

time to time as_ the amount 
was uncertain and no  reliadig 
estimate could be given. The causes 
which have led to these shipment, 
abroad have been the cheapness o¢ 
steamer freights to foreign Ports, in 
comparison with the rates asked for 
sailers to this country. While the 
quantity available hus increased, the 
consumption of the article has also 
extended, though it has not kept pace 
with the increase in supplies, The 
deliveries for consumption during the 
past. four months have aggregated 
36,111 bales, while for the same period 
last year they were 30,949 bales. The 
visible supply for the next four months 
is 35,647 bales, while in 1889 it was 
25,444 bales. It will thus be seen that 
the statistics continue to favor holders, 
but as previously stated, it is not safe 
to base calculations on these, as there 
is undoubtedly a quantity on the way 
and to be shipped from England,, 
which fact will no doubt act as a pall 
on the market, in the future as it has 
in the past. 



































































cated the idea among speculative ope- 
rators that quinine was not destined 
to rise much above twenty-five cents 
per ounce. The susceptibility’ of the 
market to slight or remote adverse in- 
fluence has materially helped to 
strengthen this opinion and until very 
recently the speculator in quinine was 
looked upon, if not as a foolhardy, at 
least as a venturesome person. 

The conditio.« have changed. Not 
so much perhaps because the statistics 
show a very marked decline in bark 
shipments nor that the foreign manu- 
facturers are showing more circum- 
spection in booking forward contracts 
and are trying to postpone deliveries 
or cancel orders already on their 
books, as because the recent large ad- 
vance in the price of silver has al- 
ready affected bark values, and prom- 
ises in connection with decreased sup- 
plies to cause a further rise. 

Certainly the outlook is more en- 
couraging to holders of quinine at 
present than it has been at any time 
during the last two or three years, not 
excluding the grip epidemic period. 
“La Grippe” probably did a great 
deal toward starting the price of qui- 
nine upward in wiping out much of 
the surplus stock, and but for it the 
market might not have been so ready 
to respond to the later favorable io 
fluences. There is less quinine in 
sight now, in spite of heavy importa 
tions, than there was six months ago, 
and probably the stock is better con-

LINTLESS COTTONSEED. 


A telegram from Columbia, 8. C., 
revives the story of the discovery of 
lintless cottonseed plants, and great 


August does not show the increase of 
production that had been expected 
from reports of new strikes and exten- 
sions of territory which had been 
made during the month, notwithstand- 
ing that the number of wells com- 
pleted shows an increase of twenty- 
four over those completed during July. 
The new production shows a decrease 
of over 1,000 barrels, reducing the av- 
erage production per well over two 
barrels, the average of the August wells 
being about sixteen and one-third 
barrels. The number of failures record- 
ed is smaller, being only fourteen per 
cent., while the failures during July 
amounted to nineteen percent. This 
shows the August developments, while 
in some respects more encouraging to 
drillers,to have been far less profitable 
than those during July. The number 
of wells drilling at the end of the 
month was 640, a decrease of three, 
but the number of new rigs in course 
of erection was 414, an increase of 
forty,makiny a total increase of thirty- 
seven in new work. In the. Macks- 
burg and Eureka fields forty-five wells 
were completed whose aggregate pro- 
duction was 2,218 barrels, making the 
high average of forty-nine barrels per 
well. In these fields fifty-one wells 
were drilling and thirty-three rigs in 
course of erection at the end of August. 
From these returns it may be fair to 
assume that the number of new wells 


bargain. As to the quantity con- 
sumed, the results also appear to have 
been disappointing to the dealers. In 
many of the districts, the insects for 
which the poison is used, have not 
been near as prevalent as was antici- 
pated, and as a result, a quantity of 
green will undoubtedly be carried 
over by dealers in these sections, it 
being estimated by some, that the 
amount unsold remaining in the hands 
of manufacturers and dealers will ag- 
gregate eight hundred tons, or, say, 
nearly a half year’s supply. 

It is currently reporte1 that certain 
of the manufacturers are disposing of 
a quantity of their raw material, al- 
though the manufacture of the article 
is again taken up in the late fall for 
the next season’s business, and if the 
above report be true, there can be no 
better evidence that the season has 
not been up to expectations. 

It is somewhat early to prophesy the 
prospects for next season, and the 
circumstances prevailing at the open- 
ing of the same will undoubtedly dic- 
tate the course to be pursued by the 
various makers. It seems the general 
opinion, however, that this year’s 
prices are the lowest that will be seen 
for some time, but, as stated, this may 


be changed by future events. 
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THE GAMBIER SITUATION. 
The issuing of the circulars, for the 


Savannah has been acknowledged as 
the greatest naval stores market awong 
the producing States, if not in the 
world, and efforts are still being made 
to maintain that reputation. An ex- 
amination of the business trausacted 
during the fiscal year closiug Septem- 
ber 1, makes a gratifying exhibit to 
those engaged in that trade. The re- 
sult is told in the following brief lines 
from a contemporary: 

“For the fiscal year 1888-89 the value of her 
naval) stores business was $3,000,000. For the 
year which has just ended it was $6,000,W0, It 
was doubled inasingle year. And the pros 
p.ct for next year is extremely pr wising, 
New and very rich territory has heen opened 
by three new lines of railroad, and turpentine 
and rosin will come into Savannah io much 
greater quantities than in any previous year. 
It would not be surprising if the value of her 
naval stores receipts next year should be 
$10,000,0U0.”” 

The increased receipts are due ina 
large measure to the new transporta- 
tion lines, and the development of

Experienced planters say there can 
be no doubt that this growth can be 
developed into a distinct variety and 
next year experiments are to be made 
on a large scale. If these expectations 
are realized, the cultivation of the cot-

IMPORTS OF ESSENTIAL OILS. 


At thesolicitation of the REPoRTER, 
Chief Brock, of the Bureau of Statis— 
tics, has prepared an important state- 
ment, showing the imports entered for 
consumption in the United States for 
several years of essential oils of lemon, 
bergamot and orange, also lime and 
lemon juices. Oil of lemon shows the 
largest business, the importations last 
year being the heaviest on record, and 
amountiug to 164,432 pounds, valued 
at $165,749. Orange has also advanced 
steadily and is now moving into con- 
sumptive channels to a greater extent 
than ever, or nearly 22,000, pounds 
perannum Bergamot shows a decline 
inthe movement, being 9,000 pouuds 
less last year than the year previous. 
The largest amount was imported in 
184, when the receipts aggregated 
over 75,000 pounds. Thea entire Amer- 
ican trade in the three oils named was 
valued last year at $280,073, while the 
total imports of lemon and lime juices 
were worth to the shippers last year 
$136,129 for an amount not exceeding 
4,309 pounds. As the comparative 
statement will be of value to our read- 
ere for reference, we append it here- 
with:

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At St. Louis, Mo., Sept 4, a fire broke out in 
the second story of George W. Reid Oil Com- 
pany, No. 4li North Main street. The damage 
to stock of oils and building was about $2,000; 
insured. Thethird floor was empty. 


In speaking of gum arabic at Alexandria, 
Egypt, the British consul says: “The exports 
of this once important article are now almost 
nil, baving steadily declined since 1884, when 
the total exports amounted to 131,000 lbs. 
Large quantities of gum arabic and other 
valuable products are rottiny away in the 
Soudan, where there is no possibility of ex- 
porting or properly storing them.” 


The American Phosphate Company, with a 
capital stock of $6(0,000, bas been organized 
with C, F. W. Dambmann as president, Charles 
Glazer, vice-president, and C. P. Buchanan, of 
New York, treasurer. The company has, it is 
stated, purchased the fertilizing factory of 
Dambmann Bros. & Co, in Baitimore, for 
$100,000, and will operate same for the manu- 
facture of superphosphate by a new process. 

Senator Mitchell on Thursday presented a 
memorial from sulphur refiners of the United 
States in which they protested against the 
amendment to the drug schedule of the tariff 
bill, proposed by the Finance Committee, 
placing on the free list all forms of sulphur 
other than rolls, or sublimed. The memorial- 
ists say the enactment of this amendment into 
law would result in the destruction of their 
business. 

The Treasury Department has affirmed the 
decision of the collector of customs at New 
York, assessing duty at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ed valorem on so-called ‘‘mineral grease,” 
which the board of appraisers found upon an 
appeal of the importers to bea semi-solid 
mass obtained from petroleum, without ad- 


mixture of either animal or vegetable fat or } 


oil, and that the use of the article is princi- 
pally confined to medicinal purposes. 


An explosion took place last week at the 
glycerine factory of E. Schneider, in Chicago. 
A portion of the front wall was blown out 
and the glycerine tank, sixteen feet long, 
four feet wide and twelve feet deep, made of 
five-eighths inch steel, was landed on the op- 
posite side of thestreet. No one was injured. 
Only the watchman, William Peters, was in 
the building at the time, and he can not ac- 
count for the explosion, ss no fire had been 
started. The damage was about $2,000. 


A fire occurred last Friday in the laboratory 
of H. R. Mulford, a manufacturing chemist of 
Philadelphia, entailing a probable loss of 
$30,,00, covered by an insurance of $20,000. 
No cause could be assigned as to the origin of 
the fire. The employes said they did not know. 
They declined to tell what chemical! stores 
were In the laboratory. It is generally be- 
lieved, however, that the fire originated from 
some explosive material. 


The Lard Committee of the Produce Ex- 
change held a meeting last week, at which it 
was resolved to take action as a body in favor 
of reciprocity with the West Indies for-our 
provisions and flour in exchange for free 
sugar; and a petition was circulated on 
*Change, which was largely signed by the pro- 
visions and flour trades, as well as exporters, 
asking the Board of Managers to take such 
action in the premises before Congress as it 
may deem most effectual in forwarding such 
legislation at this session of that body. 


It transpires that Eastern banking houses 
are still unwilling to advance money on the 
new uniform bill of lading, and many of them 
firmly refuse to accept it as collateral for 
drafts, notwithstanding the elimination of 
the non-negvtiable provision. The reason as- 
signed is that its value as security is greatly 
impaired by otber provisions, particularly the 
one which is designed to release the railroads 
from any liability for damage or loss of 
property during transportation. 

Some particulars have leaked out of an in- 
genious scheme devised by the Wuerzbrot 
Glass Company, of Munich, for the evasion of 
the proposed new American tariff law, says 
the Chemist and Druggit. The company, 
which is the biggest glassware firm in the 
world, are shipping goods in a plain state, 
leaving the decorative work to be done in 
America. This will mean a saving to them of 
45 per cent. Twenty-five decorators are on 
their way from Munich, and fifty more will 
be sent over if tbe McKinley bill passes. 
Other European manufacturers are, it is 
stated, preparing to adopt the same scheme. 


Mr. Henry C. Butcher, president of the 
Southern Oil Company, characterized the lard 
bill ss follows, in an interview at Montgcm- 
ery, Ala.: “It is one of the most iniquitous 
measures to destroy one of the most import- 
ant branches of commerce ever brought be- 
fore Congress, completely paralysis trade and, 
if passed by the Senate, would simply mean 
disaster and ruin tothe cotton oil industry.” 
He believes it unconstitutional, and opposed 
to all good governwent and seriously damag- 
ing and taxing one of the most important of 
Southern products, 

The American Powder Company was incor- 
porated at Soringfield, Ill., on Thursday. The 
headquarters are in Chicago, and the com- 
pany is backed by capitalists in Chicago and 
Cleveland. Its capital stuck is $1,5/0,000. The 
projectors of the enterprise say it is intended 
to buy up a large number of small plants 
throughout the country and run them in op- 
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position to the Dupont and Hazard concern, 
This they expect to be able to do successfully 
through the application of certain patented 
processes, The incorporators admit that it fs 
a trust. 


Mr. Henry E. Bowen, secretary of the Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers of Proprietary Med- 
icines, and formerly of the firm of John F. 
Henry & Co., has become manager of the Dr, 
Wm. Hall Co., 83 John street, this city. This 
company has become the sole owner of several 
important trade-marks formerly owned by 
John F. Henry & Co , and announce in a card 
on another page a revised price list for the 
same. Ihe many friends of Mr. Bowen will 
be pleased to learn of his new connection, and 
no doubt the new firm will receive generous 
patronage. Their specialties are too well 
known to require notice here. 


Messrs. Lebn & Fink believe in keeping the 
medical fraternity informed on important 
new remedies and instead of having physi- 
cians personally visited by an agent of the 
house, they accomplish much better results 
through their interesting monthly journal 
which has the appropriate title of “Notes on 
New Remedies.” The August number con- 
tained very valuable information to medical 
practitioners, and as several eminent writers 
have been engaged to contribute on thera- 
peutic topics, the future issues promise to 
contain an unusual fund of knowledge.

The grain distillery at Uniontown, Ky., re- 
cently purchased by the Mutual Distilling 
Company, of Philadelphia, was burned Sun- 
day morning at 2:45. Besides the distilling 
apparatus and the entire building, 1,000 bush- 
els of meal aud malt, 2,000 bushels of grain in 
fermentation and 3,200 gallons of spirits were 
destroyed. The two batteries of boilers and 
boiler feeders are unhurt. The bonded ware- 
house containing 16,000 barrels of whiskey, 
the granary containing 30,000 bushels, and the 
corn pens containing 40,000 bushels of corn 
areallsafe. The distillery plant was pur- 
chased five weeks ago at a cost of $90,000. 
Total loss, fully $50,000. Building and ma- 
chinery insured in full. Spontaneous com- 
bustion is the undoubted cause of the fire. 


The new electrolytic process for the pro- 
duction of white lead is now in practical ope- 
ration, and there appears to be no doubt of 
its commercial success, says the Scientific 
American. Estimating its production in ex - 
penditure of horse power, 152 Ibs. per day per 
horse power, or 2744 tons per year, is the re- 
sult, The process may be briefly described as 
follows, employing technicalities as little as 
possible: A solution is first prepared by dis- 
solving sodium nitrate and ammonia nitrate 
in water in the proportion of 1 gallon of water 
to 4 pound each of the nitrates. This solu- 
tion must be saturated with carbon dioxide, 
which is best obtained by burning hmestone, 
washing the gas thus produced, and supplying 
this gas directly to the solution while in the 
tank and subjected to the electrolytic action. 
After the solution bas been placed in the 
tank, eiectrodes of metallic lead are immersed 
in it, and an electric current from a generat- 
ing dynamo passed between them through the 
solution, and pure white lead is rapidly pre- 
cipitated by the action. From time to time 
the white lead is removed, washed and dried, 
and may then be mixed with a suitable article 
to form paint. The supply of carbon dioxide 
must be maintained throughout the opera- 
tion. 








PETROLEUM NOTES. 


J. E. Watson, J. T. McGraw, C. L. Hagan 
and others have incorporated the Wateon- 
McGraw Oil Co. at Mannington, W. Va. 


The Kelly Farm, Oil & Gas Co. is the name 
of a company organized to sink an oil well on 
the Kelly farm, St. Mary’s, W. Va. ; 


The London Commercial Gazette says that a 
fuller examination is about to be made of the 
petroleum deposits in Beloochistan and the 
neighborhood, especially in the Shirani 
country. 

Greenlee & Forst have sold their three prc- 
ducing wells on the Humphrey farm, in the 
Hundred foot field, to Russell & O’Connor for 
$30,000. The daily production of the lease 
amoupts to 200 barrels. 


Russian exchange on Western Europe and 
elsewhere continues against exporters of oil 
from that country, and, as the markets now 
stand, they can, it is said on good authority, 
make no new contracts for Western Europe 
without a loss, 


The oil business at Bridgeville, Pa., is on the 
up grade, and new derricks are constantly 
going up. Some trouble has been experi- 
enced in securing leases, as many of the farm- 
ers have grown considerably wiser since they 
got the worst of it during the first excite- 
ment. 


The surveyed lime of the Indiana Natural 
Gas Pipe Line for Chicago passes between 
Hammond and East Chicago, and crosses the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk Railroad at Alins- 
worth, Ind. High pressure and low pressure 
pumps are in place at Deep River, Ind., and 
more power is to be added at that pumping 
station. If gas gives out oil will be pumped. 
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Nearly one hundred boys employed at the 
various oil refineries at Bayonne, N. J., lost 
their positions last Wednesday following a 
raid by acorps of State Factory Inspectors. 
All boys under sixteen years of age were or- 
dered to leave by the inspectors. This is 
doubtless in compliance with the law, but in 
many cases it will prove a hardship to the lads 
and to those dependent upon them, some of 


them being the sons of poor widows. 


Two of the largest natural gas wells ever 
developed in the Pittsburg district struck the 
One of the wells is near 
Bellevernon, and is owned by the Philadelphia 
Company. The other is the property of the 
Bridgewater Gas Company and is in the Wild- 
wood field. It is estimated that both are good 
for 800 pounds rock pressure. The gas from 
these wells would be sufficient to run half the 
mills in the city and pretty thoroughly ex- 
plodes the stories that the gas was giving out. 


A Bill has been introduced by Deputy Fran- 
cis Laur into the French Senate, providing 
that henceforth the petroleum duties shall be 
as follows :—(1) On petroleum and ail mineral 
oils suitable for illuminating purposes, 25f. 
per 100 kilos. (10s per cwt.), whether raw or re- 
fined, when imported direct from producing 
countries and 27f. when imported faom Europ- 
ean warehouses. (2) On heavy mineral oils,

petroleum, and other mineral tars, 18f. and 


20f. per 100 kilos. according to where im- 
ported from. At present raw petroleum im- 
ported direct pays 18f. and refined 24f. per 
100 kilos. The object of the Bill is to put a 
stop to the frauds committed by refiners. It 


should be added that, at present, petroleum 
imported from warehouses pays 5f. duty more 
than when coming direct. 

Lord Rayleigh has explained the calming 
action of oil on waves by a contamination of 
the water which prevents the surface of the 
wave expanding and contracting as it ad- 
vances. He compared the film of oil to an 
extensible membrane hampering the mo- 
tion of the water. Touching this subject. Mr. 
E. W. Shepheard-Walwyn says that he has 
observed a curious effect of falling rain on the 
surface of canals, ponds or rivers, near their 
mouths, where the water is covered by a thin 
film of olly matter, due to organic pollution. 
The drops of rain lighting on the film do not 
mingle with the oil, but roll upon its surface 
for a period of several seconds until they find 
@ gap or very thin‘ part of the film, where 
they disappear. Sometimes the surface of the 
sheet appears to be sprinkled with minute 
globules of quicksilver, rolling in every direc- 
tion. 

The British consul at Alexandria, Egypt, re- 
ports that there was a considerable increase 
in the imports of petroleum last year, the 
total value amounting to £181,291, against 
£118,286 in 1888. “The market was, however, 
overstocked, and at the present time a large 
quantity remains unsold. The trade in petro- 
leum is rapidly extending, owing to the in- 
creased consumption by the fellahin. The 
use of petroleum has gradually spread 
throughout Egypt, and has recently been 
adopted by the Arabs as far south as Wady 
Halfa, where it was previously almost un- 
known. Russian oil, on account of its cheap- 
ness, bas now almost driven American oil out 
ofthe market, the latter being only con- 

sumed by those to whom good quality is more 
important than low prices. Owing to the 
higher price of American oil there are in- 
stances here, as elsewhere, of the sale of Rus- 
sian oil as American, the trade marks on the 
cases being imitated.” 


The Interstate Commerce Commission last 
week filed a decision in the case of the com- 
plaint of Rice, Robinson & Witherop against 
the Western New York and Pennsylvania 
Railway Company, in which it is held that the 
consolidation of competing lines of road 
under one management gives the manage- 
ment no right to make higher charges for one 
portion of said consolidated lines than for 
another of the same length. It is also held 
that no higher rates can be charged for the 
transportation of oii in barrels than in tank 
cars. Asthe tank is considered a part of the 
carand not charged for, shippers in barrels 
must not be required to pay for the weight of 
the cooperage. The allowance for leakage to 
shippers in tanks is declared unjust in the 
absence of like allowance when barrels are 
used. How the commission can make the 
barrels also a part of the car is not clear, and 
unless they do so their finding cannot be re- 
garded as just. Oil in barrels on a flat car 
might be construed as similar shipment to oil 
in tank cars. 


The British consul at Hiogo, Japan, in a re- 
cent report to his government stated that 
nearly 2,000,000 gls petroleum were imported in 
1889 more than in 1888, and the total import, 
amounting to nearly 16,000,000 gallons, was by 
along way the largest that has yet taken 
place in any one year. The total number of 
cases imported was 1,695,144, of which 1,459,843 
cases were of American, and 235,301 cases of 
Russian oil, and a very small quantity re- 
mained undelivered at the close of the year, 
while during the current year the import has 
continued on a scale which far surpasses that 
of 1889. rom the United States five British 
sailing vessels and two steamers, and from 
Batoum seven British steamers brought full 
cargoes, while all the United States sailing

Tallow in Lard. 
NEw YORK, Sept. 3, 1890, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


current issue of the “REPORTER.” of the 
secret practice of certain lard manufacturers, 
who use large quantities of tallow in making 
lard and sell it as genuine. You may be aware 
of the fact that only two lard refiners employ 
tallow in that way. They are located in the 
west, and are more interested in slaughtering 
cattle than they are in the cotton oil industry, 
although one of them endeavored at one time 
to get in on the ground floor of the cotton oil 
business. He was denied admittance on his 
terms and ever since then his conduct has 
been marked by an aggressive attitude, re- 
sulting in the substitution of tallow in his 
lard which has heretofore only been used in 
this country as a soap stock and for candles, 
There would be no objection to the manufac- 
ture and sale of sucha mixture if the parties 
treat their patrons properly by branding the 
lard as a compound, similar to the cotton oil 
lard product. They may use axle grease or 
any other refuse grease for that matter, but 
the public should know what the packages 
contain and not be compelled to pay lard 
prices for tallow or other cheap material,

Receiver Brookfield in Court, 


Lawyer C. Bainbridge Smith, representing 
the Merchants’ National Bank of Burlington, 
Vt., the Second National Bank of Mauch 
Chunk, Pa., and the First National Bank of 
Ellenville, N. Y., moved before Judge Pratt, 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, last week to 
vacate the order appointing William Brook- 
field receiver of the Bushwick Chemical 
Works. Mr. Smith alleged fraud and collu- 
sion and said that his clients had become in- 
volved to the extent of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars on the faith of Mr. Brook- 
field’s appointment. In 1887 Mr. Brookfield 
was selected as receiver of the firm of Martin 
Kalbfleisch’s Sons, who really owned the 
Bushwick Chemical Company. 

Mr. Brookfield states that every act of his 
had received already the approval of the 
Supreme Court; that they had been before 


the public for four years; that each one bad 
had the fullest notoriety and tnat this was the 
first attack that had been made upon him; 
that all payments made by him had been made 
on the orders of court or under the advice of 
counsel, and were just and right; that 00 
argument had yet been made upon the mo 
tion against him, but that he was fully pre 
pared to meet each and every one of the 
charges and show their falsity. 

Taking up the details of the charges made 
inthe motion papers, he said that each and 
every one of them was unsupported by fact. 
Mr. Brookfield further said that the whole 
business had been reorganized under the 
different companies and that eight-tenths of 
the creditors had settled their claims, and 
that this attack was simply an effort on the 
part of a lawyer to obtain a greater amount 
for his clients than was obtained by the other 
creditors. Mr. Brookfield expects to prove 
all this and more, when legal proceedings 20¥ 
pending are taken up again on the 9th inst.

Representatives of the American manufac 
turers of quinine have made periodical trips 
to Washington, during the present season of 
Congress, for the purpose of urging upon that 
body the propriety of taking quinine trom the 
free list. They were there last week and 
result of their conference with certain Re 
publican senators was a motion by Mr. Quay 
in the Senate on Friday to strike quinine from 
the free list.

the alkali makers in particular. Now, this is 
rather amusing when we remember that only 
last year the paper makers were themselves 
negotiating a union, which was based on the 


rise in the price of paper,and which only 


went off at the last moment because it was 


whispered some firms were a little greedy. 
Like all of us who try to express ourselves 
when we are very angry, the paper makers 
allow their valor to outrun their discre 


tion. Their excitement gets the better 


of their common sense. They prove too 
much, which is always fatal. In the 
first place they say that if the alkali makers 
combine the paper makers will also combine 
(that is, they will form a Paper Union; how 
shocking !), to erect alkali works, to supply 
themselves with bleach and caustic; but in 
the next sentence they say that in a very 
short time they (the paper makers) will re- 
quire no bleach or caustic at all, but only 
pulp. Now, both of these arguments can’t 
be sound. They can’t want their pulp and 
their alkali too. If they see their way with 
confidence to doing without bleach and 
caustic it is not likely they will spend many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds in erecting 
works to produce what they do not require. 
But even if the pulp prospect proves a disap- 
pointment, and they are still dependent on 
alksli, it is very unlikely they will erect works 
of their own. Inthe first place it is almost 
certain the combined alkali works will always 
produce alkali cheaper than they can, and will 
therefore continue to supply them at a less 
price than they can supply themselves; ard it 
requires a very acu'e intellect to understand 
how the paper-makers can increase their pro- 
fiton paper-making by incurring a loss on 
alkali making. But if it comes to the worse, 
and there is war to the knife between the 
alkali and paper makers, which of course there 
will not be, it is evident to all the industrial 
world that it is easier for the alkali makers to 
make paper than it is for the paper makers to 
make a)kali. 

“We don’t want the alkali makers to sell 
through one agent,” say the opponents of the 
union. Very likely not; but are the alkali 
makers therefore, not at liberty to do what 
they like with theirown? If they find that 
their interests suffer from selfish, often dis- 
honest, combinations of consumers, acting 
through a number of agents, are they not at 
liberty to adopt whatever means they think 

‘ best to protect themselves? Probably the 
public are not aware of the extent to which 
consumers combine to put pressure on pro- 
ducers to sell cheap. 

It is a fact that the combination of pro- 
ducers to maintain prices is, more often than 
not, the result of the combination of consum- 
ere to depress them. The combination of con- 
sumers is often quite as injurious to free trade 
as the combination of producers. One case is 
as good as a hundred. Two years ago some 
millions of printed labels were required by an 
English firm; tenders were sent out to some 
leading manufacturers accompanied by a 
notification that a foreign quotation had al- 
ready been received 40 per cent below English 
current rates. The English producers could 
not compete at this price, and the order went 
to Germany at a fraction below English cur- 
rent rates. On one of the unsuccessful com- 
petitors expressing surprise at the Germans 
being able to quote so low a price, he was told 
with a smile, “Oh, that quotation was all non- 
sense. We had no foreign quotation at all. 
we only wanted to see to what price we could 
bring you.”” Now, who gains by an industrial 
fraud of this kind? The public? No. The 
working classes? No. The only person who 
gained was the individual contractor. It is to 
guard against practices of this kind, which are 
only too common, that combination among 
producers becomes necessary. It is a curious 
comment on the unselfish interest the con- 
sumers and retailers of alkali take in the in- 
terest of the public that at this present 
moment the retail price of bleaching powder 
in packets in London shows a net profit of 300 
per cent, on the wholesale price of the manu- 
facturers, so that if the manufacturers doubled 
the price of bleach, and the retail price con- 


tinued the same, the retailers would still be 
making a profit of 200 percent. Poor people; 
no wonder they cry out in the bitterness of 
their hearts when they see a prospect of any 
reduction of their miserable profits,

Cottonseed in Egypt. 
REPORT OF BRITISH CONSUL AT ALEXANDRIA, 

At the beginning of the summer there was a 
great demand in England at daily advancing 
prices for the November, December, and Jan- 
uary shipment of cottonseed. 

The shipments against these sales were so 
large that the demand ceased, and prices de- 
clined from £7 10s per ton during the summer 
months to £5 10e in February. At the present 
moment merchants with larger capital] are 
holting back the seed, and the English mar- 
kets are offering better prices. 

England takes about 90 per cent. of the ex- 
ports of cottonseed, and Marseilles, which 
comes next, notwithstanding the fact that the 
crop of 1889 was greatly in excess of that of 
the previous year, will only take the same 
quantits. In consequence of the failure of 
the colza crop in France, a cargo was sent in 
Nevember to Havre, but apparently the ex- 
periment was unsatisfactory, as, in spite of 
many Offers, DO more was taken.

CHICAGO LETTER. 


|Special correspondence of the OIL, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPORTER. | 
CHICAGO, Sept. 5, 1690. 

The fall trade in linseed nil begins to show 
symptoms of a revival of activity, the first 
week in September making a satisfactory 
showing as regards the volume of business. 
So far as the local market is concerned, it 
would seem that the reasonable certainty 
that the carpenters’ strike wiil be averted 
has had a beneficial influence on buildiug, an : 
thus bids fair indirectly to react upon the in- 
quiry for linseed oil. 

The Chicago market may be quoted at 58 
cents, which circumstance, considered in con- 
nection with the firmness of seed and the fact 
that the revival of business is just com- 
mencing, goes to indicate that the general ex- 
pectation of interesting times to come is not 
altogether without foundation. It further 
tends to confirm the statement repeatedly 
made in these letters that the normul rela- 
tions between crude material and manufac- 
tured product are sometimes subjected toa 
severe tension. To state the case in another 
way—it looks as though the prophesied con- 
flict were about to begin, and that the first 
castor shied into the arena had been that of 
the party who, it was supposed, would at firat 
act upon the defeusive. Considered asa whole, 
the existing situation is rather peculiar and 
decidedly interesting. The local jobbing trade 
is in a ferment of uncertainty. The general 
expectation favors cheaper oil, yet there is 
an element which believes that the low pricea 
at first anticipated will not be reached, be- 
cause of the high price of seed. 

The disinterested spectator, who is not in 
the confidence of either party, finds it bard to 
make any prediction which shall be entitled 
to more confidence than that due to any ordi- 
nary guess. There can be little doubt that 
there is some pains being taken to point out 
that the margin of profit in crushing a bushel 
of seed is decidedly in favor of the thoroughly 
equipped, well-managed independent mill, as 
compared with one under the control of a 
company paying rent for expensive offices 
and meeting a high priced salary list, besides 
paying for the control of an unemployed 
capacity. I have heard it claimed that this 
benefit in margin would very closely ap- 
proach 10 or 12 cents per bushel in the cost 
of “working” seed. The obvious inference 
would be that no matter what manipulating 
influence might be brought to bear upon 
the seed market, the independents would be 
able to buy at the top of the market (assuming 
that they found it necessary), and still under- 
sell the market on oil. Granting the correct- 
ness of the premises, the conclusion is logical. 
The vital question is—are the premises cor- 
rect? And on the answer to this conundrum 
hinges the entire issue of a conflict which 
seems to be as certain asit is unquestionably 
imminent Itis no more than right to say 
that the premises are as stoutly denied as they 
are affirmed, 

Apropos of the seed market :—Reports come 
in of rains in Dakota, and a consequently bet- 
ter outlook for the flax crop. What may be 
the ultimate effect of these tidings upon quo- 
tations remains to be demonstrated. Wild 
stories of another sort are current. It is con- 
jectured that the high price of domestic seed 
may result in some of the eastern mills, con- 
trolied by the combination entering the New 
York market as buyers of Calcutta. What 
effect the adoption of sucb a policy migbt 
have on forcing up prices ie, of course, largely 
a matter uf speculation. That such a report 
should have found a foothold, however, is, in 
itself, a circumstance indicating a trade belief 
that somebody or other has indicated an in- 
tention of entering the ring, equipped with 
stakes, bottle-holder, seconds and referee. 

The increase of tonnage of ocean freights 
has resulted in rendering ship room more val- 
uable. The consequence is, that freights have 
been appreciated. So far as the oil cake mar- 
ket is concerned, the tangible result seems to 
have been to fix prices at about $22.00, net, at 
Chicago. There appears to be a fairly brisk 
foreign demand, but the market, certainly, 
cannot be said to be any stronger than it was 
aweek ago. There is not much cake in sight, 
and there is perceptible a more pronounced 
disposition on the part of crushers to enter- 
tain propositions for the purchase of deferred 
deliveries.

Attention was called to the act against 
the importation of pauper labor, and it was 
pointed out that this provision of the law 
rather put manufacturers at the mercy of 
employes, for the reason that the latter were 
in a position to dictate terms which might ab. 
sorb protits. Another topic which came up 
for consideration was the wage schedule—ap 
outgrowth of the tariff agitation, as outlined 
above. Precisely the conclusion reached oy 
this point it would not be safe to predict, As 
to whether the formation of a trust was con- 
sidered by the Association is a mont 
point with outsiders. That the object 
of the organization is to advance prices 
was vigorously denied. A scheme was 
proposed to form a United Purchasing 
Company, which should serve asa sort of ad. 
junct to the association. This proposed con- 
cern might act as an intermediary between 
producers and jobbers. The proposition, itis 
said, met with more or less approval, but was 
not definitely acted upon. Another matter 
talked of was the purchase of a concern which 
has been credited with a disposition to dis 
turb the market. The association adjourned 
before the completion of its business, resoly- 
ing to meet again on the 16th inst. 

Your correspondent desires it to be under- 
stood that he regards the foregoing report as 
a fair resume of what was done at the meet- 
ing. Possibly his advices may have been 
wrong; that his report will be criticised goes 
without saying. Considered as an entirety, 
however, it may be set down as apprcximately 
accurate, if not altogether accurate. 

DRUGS. 

Only a moderate trade for the week is re- 
ported by either agents or jobbers. There 
seems to be not much disp)sition to criticise 
its volume, as considered in relation to the 
season, yet there can be little question that it 
has been, on the whole, somewhat disappoint- 
ing. Notwithstanding this fact, the local 
trade—in all branches—professes itself well 


This week's warket has been steady in tone, 
with a tendency toward an appreciation in 
quotations for futures. There has been a fair 
cush trade, all offerings finding ready takers. 
The shipping inquiry has been very fair, but 
the accumulation indicates a surplus 
which somebody must work off. The chief 
objective point in speculative trading has 
been September delivery, the inquiry for 
which would seem to indicate the existence of 
a@ pronounced “short” element. The range of 
prices for the week has been as follows: For 
cash seed $1 41@1 44, as against $1 34 @I1 39% 
last week and $1 28@1 30 during the same week

Reported sales 
on the floor of change have been: of cash 333 
cars apd 136 bgs of No. 1; 22 ot rejected and 32 
of no grade; of future delivery: Of Septem- 
ber 17 cars and 106,500 busbels; of October 1 
car and 62,40 bushels; of November 4],000 
bushels; of December 22,000 bushels; of year 
71,000 bushels; of January 5,000 bushels. 

The general condition of the flaxseed mar- 
ket may be said to be rather anomalous. The 
existing bigh prices would seem to correspond 
witb the reports which are being sent in here 
from the northwest. Yet, at the same time, 
there is a lurking suspicion that a certain in- 
fluence is being brought to bear upon quota- 
tions, which is believed to be not wholly with- 
out avail. How much truth there may 
be in such surmises it is not for your 
correspondent to judge. 

OLEO OIL. 

The Dutch market shows improvement as 
regards activity. This week’s sales foot up 
some 5,600 tierces, as against about 3,200 tcs. 
last week. To-day'’s cable advices received 
here indicates a firm feeling on the part of 
Dutch churners, as well as English dealers, A 
feature of the situation which may be called 
novel is the anxiety of meltersto find new 
outlets for their output. Free offerings at 
other points have induced Holland churners 
to look toward other markets for a supply. 
This has increased the inquiry in Rotterdam 
on the part of cautious purchasers. There 
were rumors of sales at 58 florins, but these 
were not well authenticated, and 56 fi. was the 
best quotable price for extra grades. Since 
the close of the strike Chicago shipments 
have increased in a geometric ratio, but they 
are not likely to reach Holland until nearly 
October 1. One thing may be said of the Hol- 
land market—churners exhibit little disposi- 
tion to buy futures. The following table 
shows the movement of oleo at home and 
abroad for the last week :

PAINTS. The feature of the local trade which is 


probably mainly militant against Chicago is, 
beyond peradventure, the spirit of jealousy 
which undoubtedly finds a lodgment in the 
brains and hearts of the trade generally. Ua- 
derselling on one class of staples, raising the 
price of another, and meeting buyers’ ideas 
on minor articles—in a word, anything to 
catch custom—these tactics may be said to be 
not, perhaps, peculiar to Chicago, yet they 
are beyond peradventure characteristic of 
this market. The push and vim of 
city jobbers is so pronounced that 
in the indiscriminate scramble for tradé 
one will sacrifice his own interests i 
the attempt to out strip another. Just how 
much the trade sacrifices in this way every 
twelve months it is hard to estimate, yet it is 
probably a far larger gum than, if mentioned, 
would be believed possible, A striking illus- 
stration of the truth of the foregoing T- 
marks is afforded by the present position of 
quinine, which is being billed to-day, in & 
jobbing way, at lower prices than those at 
which the sellers could replenish prospect 
ively depleted stocks. It is difficult to quote the 
local market on the sulphate—either wholesale 
or Jobbing—in consequence of & discrepancy 
between the two which is as expressed as it is 
anomaious. 

As regards the general list, few changes- 
and those mostly indicating increased firm- 
ness—are to be reported. Cyanide of potas 
sium is firmer at an advance, prices,—I0 & 
jobbing way ranging from 55@83, according t0 
brand and quantity.

Business in the paint market may be said to 
be rather “looking-up.”’

Corroders report a better inquiry for white 
lead than that which characterized the cor- 
responding period of 1889, and jobbers assert 
that prospect,of consumptive demand is fairly 
good. Prices are being maintained and gence r- 
ally speaking there are no saliant features of 
the situation calling for special notice. 

There is no change to be noted in dry colors. 
There might be some surprise expressed that 
there has been no advance in quicksilver ver 
milion, were it not that the local trade 
thoroughly understands the existing situation. 
Mixed paints are in good request, and what- 
ever “cutting” there may be is entirely sub 
rosa. 

The Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish Club will 
hold its next meeting on the third Thursday 
of this month.

Opium Cultivation in China. 
The question as to the future supply of opi 

um has now seriously engaged the attention 
ofthe highest Chinese authorities, says the 
London Commercial Record. Hitherto a large 
portion of the quantity consumed has been 
obtained from India, but of late years there 
has been an increased cultivation of the pop- 
by in most parts of the Celestial Empire. Apart 
from opium, the seed of the flower yields oil, 
the lye is used in dyeing, the stalk affords ash, 
and the heavy crop of leaves goes to feed the 
bigs, which every Chinaman keeps. The Im- 
berial Government has at length recognized 
these facts, and the production of opium. 
which local Mandarins have long traded in to 
their own profit, is to be made to yielda reve- 
nue to the national exchequer, It is impossi- 
ble to check the cultivation of the poppy, 80 
Wbroduce is to be taxed and the impost 
should yield a very considerable sum. For 
S0Mé years past the import trade has been di- 
minishing in the face of home production,and 
Unless it can now protect itself either by 
cheapness or superiority of quality it bids fair 
to become extinguished. The greater part of 
the money formerly paid by the Chinese for 
foreign opium will thus be kept in the coun- 
ty, an advantage to China, but scarcely a 
benefit to our In dian empire, which, however, 
Mit revanche in the article of tea.

to previous weeks in magnitude, There is

o will be experienced. 
oil is quoted unchanged by city 
crushers, while out of town oil is not offering 
under 58¢ on spot, 60 faras we can learn. In 
an interview with a member of the trade to- 
he said that considerable cheap oil was 
offering just now, but that he understood it 
tobe ina crude state,or in other words without 
a chance to settle, thus containing the 
foots for which the buyers pay linseed oil 
The speaker believed that the oil was 
eat tomarket in order to raise money prompt- 
iy,and be did not think that the value of the 
oil in question should be accepted as a baro- 
meter for the whole market. In speaking of 
e future values this same party said 
that the outlook did not favor lower prices 
for oll, according to the course of the western 
wed market which is higher now than the 
views of crushers, who are patiently waiting 
for developments. It is understood that 
crushers in this vicinity have a moderate stock 
of oll on hand and that they will depend on 
that and calcutta seed, until the domestic 
eed market is more in their favor. The vis- 
fblesupply of calcutta seed for this market 
during the next four months is 29,000 bags. 
Deliveries during the past 30 days reached 68,- 
(bags. The market is steady, with higher 
quotations from both ‘ alcutta and England, 
on sceount of the rise in silver; but little 
business doing. 

The cotton oil market is extremely dull, that 
feature having characterized it for more than 
aweek, The only business on spot has been 
1,00 bbis. off color, summer yellow, on private 
terms for export, but said to be at dc; 150 obis. 
red 0'l at 3lc, and 2,000 bbls, crude in bulk, to 
bedelivered from the South to the West in 
bulk at25c. Prime crude oil is being offered 
at Bc without attracting any interest, and 
prime summer yellow is nominal at dtc. These 
figures are slightly lower than previous quo- 
tations, and they seem to point to the alleged 
fact that stocks of oil are larger than was ao- 
ticipated at thistime. This may or may not 
be true, but the market is certainly easier 
from some cause, probably owing to the indif- 
ference of buyers and uncertainty of the lard 
market, as well as the scare-crow of a lard biil 
before Congre-s. The agitation of the latter 
bas curtailed the use of cotton oil as will be 
wen by reference to our correspondence col- 
umo, Feelers are being put out as to future 
valuesand members of the trade amused them- 
selves for half an bour one day last week trying 
to get some understanding as to new crop 
prices, A few offers were made of December 
crude at 27c and summer yellow at 34c, but 
that was the nearest approach to an under- 
sanding and very little confidence is piaced 
inthe developments. Our New Orleans cor- 
respondent wires us to-night to the effect 
that very little prime crude is offering and 
that it is held ac 30c; seed is quoted at $11 ex- 
levee and coming forward slowly; a large crop 
is in prospect.

We are indebted to Mr. E. Willis, of the 
State Phosphate Department, for the follow- 
iog informotien:— 

The past year has been one full of activity, 
with very largely increased business both in 
mining and manufacturing since iast August. 
Some of the foreign phosphate mines have 
been exhausted and there has been acon- 
sumption of the slag. German and French 
buyers have dealt considerably with this mar- 
ket,and Hamburg seems likely to be in the 
future a good and constant customer. 


The land mining companies have sufficient 
regular demands from local manufacturers to 
keep them busy, not to speak of the wants of 
the manufacturers at Baltimore, Atlanta, 
Nashville, Savannah, Augusta, Columbia, 
Greenville, Anderson, Spartanburg, New- 
berry, Wilmington, and not tabing into ac- 
count the other large northern consumers, 
nor making any note of that going abroad to 
foreign markets. But our home manufactu- 
rers must be first supplied. 

As large as has been the output for the year, 
coupled with the great advantage of the com- 
bination that aims to control the amount 
mined, its delivery and price, to-day the com- 
bination prices will not buy any hot air dried 
rock from land or river companies. While 
these are indisputable facts to-day, and early 
in the yeara widespread fear took possession 
ofall the Carolina miners, with perhaps one 
or two exceptions, as to the effect of the dis 
covery of the Florida rock deposits on our 
business, yet it has been the most profitable 
yeartomany of our miners and manufac- 
turers. 

The stock of river rock has all been dis- 
posed of at advanced prices, and the land 
rock companies, baving a sale at home for 33 
percent. of their supply, these companies 
cannot,and if they could, they would not, 
sell now any quantity of dry rock. There are 
many good reasons for this: the Carolina rock 
is nearly chemically perfect as a sonrce of 
supply for the manufacture of acid phos- 
phate or other like compounds. The supply, 
too, isas reliable for quantity as quality; it 
makes the best fertilizer of any known ar- 
ticle, being uniform and regular; it containe 
no deleterious substances in any appreciable 
quantities, is high in percentage of phosphate 
of lime, and low in carbonate, iron and alu- 
mina: it is of good color, when calcined, gets 
crisp, facilitating grinding; it dries nicely 
after being treated with acid and does not 
arterward get lumpy or absorb moisture. Its 
mechanical and physicial properties make it 
easy to grind, 

CANADIAN APATITE. 


There is no marked decrease over last year’s 
shipments, the past year’s mining not exceed- 
ing 23,000 tons.

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Ritchie county wells, in Wirt county, Alexan- 
der Hamilton drilled a well on the Perrine 
farm, in the vicinity of the California House, 
which is regarded as an important venture. 
At 851 feet they struck the * Big Injun” sand, 
which hada depth of 49 feet. The well was 
shot five feet from the bottom of the sand, 
and has since been averaging five barrels a 
day. On the John Creel farm the same parties 
are drilling a well which is down about 900 feet. 
Colonel Roberts, at Burning Springs, is drill- 
ing a well on the Fox-Miller farm. At 800 feet 
he struck gas, which kept increasing untila 
depth of 1,100 feet was reached and it is now 
sending out gas at the rate of 3,000,000 cubic 
feet aday. Mr. Roberts is still drilling for the 
Rarier grit, where he hopes to find oil. Along 
the line of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in 
Ritchie county, near Petroleum, Showalter 
Rros. are drilling a well, and five miles 
east of Petroleum, ut Cairo, Boden & Ai- 
ken completed a five-barrel well some time 
ago, and are building another rig in the same 
vicinity. Ira Dewitt, of Pittsburg, is drilling 
a well on the Chancelor farm, at Cairo, which 
is down 1,000 feet, and has another rig up on 
the Wright farm. Since Bradley & Vander- 
grift’s tailure at Stillwell, Wood county, there 
has been no more operations in this section. 
Carr Bros., of Zanesville, O., also completed a 
duster last month at Davisville, on the line of 
the Baltimore and Ohio. The well was drilled 
1,900 feet deep, and just as they were about to 
enter the sand, from some cause the casing 
collapsed and the well was never finished; 
they are now drilling another well 25 rods 
east of the first venture. In Tyler county 
Davis & Co. are drilling on the Corbett farm, 
near Pursley, at adepth of about 1,300 feet. 
The Owl Head Oil Company, on the J. H. 
Smith farm, near Middiebourne, are nearing 
the sand. L. G. Murphy, on the Alf Conaway 
farm, near Centerville, is down over 1,000 feet. 
The Natural Gas Company of West Virginia 
is getting nearly down on the Jeff Anderson 
farm, at Joseph's Mills. The Wheeling Gas 
Company are drilling an experimental well 15 
miles southwest from Steubenville.

The week under review has been fruitful of 
no features of special interest,and beyond the 
daily news from the producing regions, there 
bas been little to vary the monotony of a dull 

x. The range of prices has again been 
somewhat lower, and this without any special 
gause except the efforts of the traders, al- 
though it has been claimed that the news from 
the producing flelds warranted the expecta- 
tion of an increase in the production, and the 
various extensions of productive territory 
was equivalent to opening up new fields. This 
is equivalent to a stretching of facts to answer 
a purpose, the extensions being of minor im- 

riance and their addition to the production 
gal]. Still they are extensions and thus they 
answer a purpose during a bear movement, 
andasevery bearish indication is made to do 
the duty of an important bear factor these 
slight extensions have been used and have 
shown their effect. The fact should not be 
Jost sight of, however, that the deliveries have 
increased at an almost unprecedented rate, 
which has widened the gap between runs and 
deliveries which the Ohio production is un- 
able to bridge, even though the entire pro- 
duction of Buckeye oil were used for re- 
fining purposes. But bullish features have 
ceased to count,or at any rate they have ceased 
to be regarded as important factors having 
effect on speculative values, and the forth- 
coming pipe line report appears to have no 
terrors in store for the bear operators. The 
continued dullness in speculative trading is in 
strong contrast to the legitimate demana for 
refining and export which has been very 
active and promises to increase to still greater 
proportions. This dullness in the speculative 
market has been discouraging to the brokers, 
but the market as now controlled and man- 
ipulated by professional operators offers no in- 
ducements for outside operators, who naturally 
expect legitimate influences to govern values, 
and until they are allowed so to do this class of 
traders will fear a repetition of previous costly 
experiences and will keep clear of petroleum.

The opening this morning was at 83)<c, 
making a decline of 4c from the close of yes- 
terday, and the outlook appeared somewhat 
dubious, but the opening proved co be the 
lowest price of the day, there being more 
buyers than sellers at this figure. The amount 
of oil wanted was not large, and after the 
first deals business was practically suspended 
during the remainder of the forenoon. During 
the noon hour the deadlock was broken by 
offers to sell, which soon brought the price 
down to the opening figure, but a little buy- 
ing support resulted in an advance to &4<c, 
from which the market eased off to 837c, at 
which it closed dull, making a gain for the 
day of 3¢c, under a range to quotations of Sc. 
The sales amounted to only 77,000 bbls. Very 
little interest was shown in Buckeyes, but 
they varied with every effort to sell or buy. 
The opening price was 335¢c, and after easing 
off to 33}4c were entirely neglected until after 
noop, when a few purchases brought the 
price up to 8334c, without, however, attract- 
ing attention. The close was at 335¢c. The 
sales were only 12,000 bbls. Drilling has been 
stopped on the well opposite Wellsville, and 
the well has been plugged. This has caused a 
great deal of suspicion among the West Vir 
ginia farmers, and they now think that the 
other wells drilled by the same company, and 
afterwards plugged, have encountered either 
gas or oil, and that fact has been concealed, 
with the hopes of securing leases at more 
favorable terms. They were prepared to re- 
fuse all leases when the well was shot yester- 
day, and responded with a good flow of oil, 
thus setting at rest all doubts as to the good 
intentions of the operators. Great excite- 
ment prevails, and the members have refused 
more than double the original price of their 
stock. Drilling was commenced last week on 
the James McBonn farm by the Ohio Valley 
Gas Company. They do not expect to reach 
the first sand until between 1,000 and 1,200 
feet. In the Butler field Greenlee & Forst 
tapped the pay streak in their No. 2 on the 
Rolshouse farm at Wildwood, and the well at 
once began flowing strongly, and has since 
been making 25 barrels of oil per hour. Black, 


The first well built at Burning Springs, W 
Va., was by Buck Skigraian in December, 1889, 
in the “Big Injun” sand, and it flowed eight 
barrels a day naturally for four months, and 
has since been pumped and is now making 
about two barrels a day. The next venture 
was drillea by J.C. Palmer of the Oil Well 
Supply Company on the Dennis O’Brien farm, 
one mile east from the Burning Springs well. 
It was drilled to a depth of 1,626 feet, and in 
the “Big Injun” sand got a showing of oil, but 
not enough to pay for operating. Failing in 
this horizon the well was deepened to reach 
the Barier grit, but this they did not find. 
Beetman Bros., Stettheimer & Gilbert and P. 
Watson were the next to try their luck, and 
drilled a well 1,660 feet on the Mrs. Monroe 
farm, located between the Burning Springs 
wellsand the Parmer well. In this well there 
wasa small showing inthe Big Injun.” They 
went down to the Barier sand, where 
they found only a small showing. The pro- 
duct of this field is shipped to Parkers 
burg, down the Kanawha river, in bulk 
boata, the same facilities used in early days 
slong Oil creek.

Company started drilling a well last March, 
but owing to a bad fishing job, it never was 
completed.

There were a few buyers present at the 
opening, and their bids brougnt the opening 
price up to 8c, making a slight gain over yes- 
terday’s close and giving an apparent promise 
of improvement both in price and amount of 
business. It proved delusive, however, as 
trading remained at a standstill for hours, and 
no sales were effected above the opening fig- 
ure. During the afternoon a few offers to 
sell brought the price down to 83%c, from 
which there was no variation to the close, and 
the day's trading was one of the dullest, re- 
sulting in a shrinkag2 of 4c. Thesales footed 
up only 26,000 bbls. Buckeyes opened at 337%c, 
but there were neither buyers or sellers 
and only an occasional inquiry was 
heard, in favt no business was accom- 
plished until afternoon, whena few buyers 
appeared and their efforts sufficed to bring 
the price up to 3444c, which remained the pre- 
vailing figure to the close. This madea gain 
for the day of 5gc which was brought about 
by the purchase of only 10,000 bbls. In the 
Mannington tield the Rose Company well, on 
the Dancer farm, adjoining the lots of Burt 
No, 2and Daisy No. 1, responded and is flow- 
ing at the rate of 650 barrels in twenty-four 
hours. So within a stone’s throw of Burt's 
Daisy No. 1 producing 60 barrels, Burt No. 2 
producing 375 barreis, Burt Tygart No.1 pro- 
duciug 200 barrels, showing a production of 
1,285 by the four wells in so small a territory. 
Alongside of My Dear Fannie No. 1, whose 
record is known, Smith No. 2 tapped the sand 
and is variously estimated from 150 to 200 bbls. 
This well is near the Blackshere-McGraw Com- 
pany, and a triangle shape to the three acres, 
both of which are drilling at between 900 and 
1,000 feet. The Logan Uil Company’s well on 
the Hawkins farm is due. Morgan, Beaty, 
McGraw & Co.'s well, will be shot, hoping to 
add to the production. The Frog Pond 
well is still showing up in paying quan- 
tities. The well on the Erwin tract is 
pow being worked after so long a time fishing 
for tools, which lay within fifteen feet of the 
first pay streak. Gilmore & Bennett's No.1 on 
the Dancer farm has a rig completed and 
spudding willcommenceatonce, This adjoins 
Furbee No. 1, owned by the same people, and 
producing 70 barrels, The derrick is near 
completion on the Sine land, two miles anda 
nalf north of town, and will be drilled by the 
South Penn Company. The well on the Amos 
farm is still showing at 70barrels. The McKee 
wall on the Beaty No. 1, Mods run, is now 
spudding. There are but few wells now drill- 
ing in the field, a few still having fishing jobs 
A great amount of gas is flowing from the 
Frog Pond well. The Wildser Company’s well 
No, 1, on the Gov. Juckson farm, came in and 
is doing 200 barrels a day. This develops a 
tract of entirely new territory.

Dyewood Extracts. 


The manufacture of dyewood extracts con- 
sists essentially of three operations: First, 
the chipping or rasping of the raw materia); 
second, the extraction of the coloring matter, 
and third, the evaporation of the decoction 
obtained in the second operation. 

Chipping or rasping is essentially a mechan- 
ical process, and it is not necessary to pursue 
it further. 

In most manufactories a so-called ageing 
process is carried out before extraction, 
especially with logwood, and the most un- 
imaginable chemicals are used for this pur- 
pose—carbonate and chloride of ammonia, 
tale urine, chalk soda, saltpeter, glue, etc., 
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being the chief. The chipped wood is placed 
in heaps and wetted with solutions of these 
bodies, and these heaps are kept and turned 
over from time to time. This process is based 
entirely on imaginary suppositions and not on 
absolute facts. 


The industry of extract making sprang up 
at the beginning of the present century, and 
was introduced by a ship captain named Meis- 
sonier, who conceived the idea of making 
both a liquid and a solid extract of the color- 
ing matter of his cargo of dyewood. He used 
porcelain vessels in his operations. He was 
not a professional chemist, nor were his suc- 
cessors, and no improvement in a chemical 
sense was made. The improvements in the 
machinery which took place merely followed 
those made in the manufacture of sugar, and 
diffusion batteries and vacuum apparatus are 
in use to-day. 


Extract factories were first established in 

France, and later in England and America, 
but only within the last few years in Ger- 
many. 
* In all places the relation of extract makinz 
to chemistry has remained the same. The 
managers of the large works are at the best 
technical engineers who attribute littie or no 
value to the chemical part of the process and 
have little or no knowledge of chemistry. A 
chemist may be employed, not to supervise 
the process, but as a tester to compare the 
relative value of the firm’s own extract with 
that of their competitors. In some works 
the managers are men who have mostly a 
knowledge of the working of the extraction 
apparatus and the machinery. 

The extraction of the dyewoods may be 
carried out by two different methods: (1) by 
maceration in open extractors—diffusion 
processes. This isalso known as the French 
method, from having been first employed in 
France. (2) Extraction with the help of steam 
pressure and high temperature in closed ves- 
sels; first applied by Sanford in America, and 
known generally as the American method. 
Each of these processes has its advantages 
and dis advantages. For epecial purposes, in 
printing, etc., an extract obtained by the 
French method is decidedly to be preferred. 
It is higher in prices, but this is counterbal- 
anced by its superiority. The case ia different 
in logwood extract to be used in dyeing cot- 
ton, etc., where the purity of the tone is not 
80 much an ubject as the intensity of the color 
and the cheapness of the product. When 
logwood is extracted in open vessels about 
164% per cent of solid extract is obtained, 
while the American methods yield 20—21 per 
cent.. on this difference the existence of the 
works often depends, and those works which 
use the open extractors, and therefore they 
are induced to adulterate their products with 
molasses, glucose, dextrine, tannin, etc. In 
the cheaper French extract these adultera- 
tiens often exceed 5U per cent. 


The manufacturer of American-process ex 
tracts generally sends out his produets in the 
pure state. In the United States admixtures 
were never made which could be called adul- 
terants. Extracts of logwood were mixed 
with those of quercitron and hemlock, but 
these mixed extracts were sold as “black ex- 
tracts,” “logwood substitute,” and so on. 


Logwood extracts prepared by the Ameri- 
can method generally contain fragments of 
wood, which is a defect which can be reme- 
died. The manufacture, owing to the scarcity 
of logwood, has undergone some change. 
Roots are being largely used, and inferior 
qualities are also much used, and the result is 
that the extracts now made are not as good 
as formerly. It is probable that this industry 
will decline, and that the growing aniline 
color trade will put an end to it.—Kuhlow’s 
Review.

Though there is less activity in the drug 
market than was recorded a week ago, the 
yolume of trade is still quite large. Jobbing 
orders make up the bulk of the business, 
though in one or two lines there are evidences 
of returning speculative interest. The tone 
of the market, on the whole, is one of great 
firmness, and most of the changes are in an 
upward direction. Mail advices from London 
to the 28th ult,are to the effect that business is 
gradually improving. The improvement in 
the position of cinchona was reflected by the 
quinine market, and slightly higher prices for 
the alkaloid were established, though there 
was not as much sold as during the previous 
week. The improvement in shellac continued, 
and higher prices were quoted for jalap, galan- 
gal and senega roots, owing to short sup- 
plies and a speculative demand. Oils of 
bergamot, lemon and citronella advanced and 
cinnamon was a shade higher, while pepper 
was easier. In the New York market the 
principal changes of the week were as follows:

Quinine. 

The excitement in the quinine market con- 
tinued until about the middie of the week, 
when the inquiry became less marked and 
both buyers and sellers appeared to be hold- 
ing off awaiting the result of the effort to 
have quinine taken from the free list by the 
Senate, and for the sale which took place in 
London to-day. Since Saturday last little 
business has been done and the report from 
the bark auction to-day, had little or no per- 
ceptable effect. The earlier cables reported 
an advance of 5to l(% but later advices wee 
to the effect that of tne 1,500 bales East Indian 
bark offered 1,115 bales were sold at 
firm but unchanged rates. At. the 
close the market was quiet, but a very firm 
feeling prevailed and any renewal of specu- 
lative interest was expected to cause an ad- 
vance. As stated elsewhere, the Senate re- 
jected the motion to take quinine from the 
free list. The transactions for the week are 
variously reported as 100,000 to 200,000 ozs, 
spot and forward delivery, but the actual 
quantity sold would probabiy be more nearly 
represented by the smaller amount. Up to 
Yc was paid for much of the stock that 
changed hands and the quotations at the close 
ranged from that figure to 30c as to brand, 
quantity aud seller, there being very little to 
be had at the inside prices.

Barks. 

Cascara sagrada remains quiet. There have 
been a few small sales on the spot, aggregat- 
ing 5,000Ds mostly at 8@10c, but in a large way 
probably 7igc would buy. There is little offer- 
ing from San Francisco, though it is under- 
stood that there is plenty of bark in the in- 
terior. Other varks are without new features. 


Beans. 

There has been quite a large business in An- 
gostura tonka beans since our last, but the in- 
dividual transactions were in comparatively 
smal! quantities. The sales reported amounted 
to about 10,0001s all new beans at $1 35. Some 
eff quality tonkas sold at a concession 
from this price. The stock of old beans 
is almost entirely in the hands of 
one dealer who wants $2 10. For vanilla beans 
there is a good jobbing demand, but the 
market lacks fresh features of interest. 


Essential Oils. 

Anise oil is higoer, owing to increased ac- 
tivity and firm reports from abroad. Since 
our last there have been reported sales of 75 
cases, mostly at $1 60@1 65, and at the close 
holders wanted $1 70@175, though possibly a 
shade less would have been accepted on a firm 
offer.

money The late mai) advices from the other 
concerning the slow progress of the pro- 
moters of the Chemical Union has no psrcep- 
tible effect here. One report states that the 
opposition of the English paper-making inter- 
est to the proposed Union is having a marked 
effect, Already the promoters of the Union 
have been compelled to alter their original ar- 
rangements according to which the works were 
to be transferred on September 28. “A hitch, 
however, has arisen in the negotiations with 
gveral of the leading chemical manufac- 
turers, who now hold from the scheme,” says 
the report, “and the date for the completion 
of the transfer has consequently been in- 
definitely postponed, This has caused a good 
deal of surprise, and has been the subject of 
much discussion and speculation; but, in 
chemical circles, there is little doubt about 
the ultimate success of the scheme, as the 
negotiations are now rapidly approaching the 
final stage, although the transfer of the 
yarious works will probably be postponed 
uotil a later date than originally fixed. The 
tus is expected to be out about 
the end of September.” Our regular cor- 
respondents, Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., 
writing from Liverpool on the 27th ult., say: 
“as regards the proposed Chemical Union the 
reports are rather unfavorable. It is stated 
that the promoters have not been able to get 
the details settled as early as anticipated and 
in consequence have had to apply to the man- 
ufacturers to get the present agreements 
(which expire towards the end of next month) 
extended for a further period.

We quote 48% at 150 @ 1 Sic, and 
high test at 147% @ | 50c, butit is possible 
that some sellere might be induced to accept 
less money on a firm offer on lots for forward 
delivery. 

The manufacturers and importers of am- 
monia process ash continue to report a good 
demand, both for prompt and future delivery, 
though the actual volume of business is 
smaller than it was two or three weeks ago. 
There is no surplus stock on the spot, and the 
makers are closely sold for forward delivery. 
Consequently, a very firm feeling prevails, 
though there has been no further advance. 
For 48% the quotations are 1 50@1 55c, and for 
58% 1 45@I1 50c, as to quantity and position. 

Salt cake shows no further change, but the 
market is very firm, as supplies for spot and 
early delivery are limited. For the better 
makes >f domestic, 70c remains the inside 
quotation on large lots, while up to 75c is 
quoted On smaller quantities. 

Caustic soda is again tending upward, owing 
to the limited available stock on the spot and 
to arrive. Reports from the other side come 
very strong and the indications are that sup- 
plies will be short for some time tocome. We 
now hear of nothing offering for prompt 
or early delivery under 3124c, and that 
price has already been paid for several 
100 and 200 drum iotse. There is an 
active demand but the limited offerings 
coupled with the strong views of sellers 
restrict business. Inasmall way spot stock 
commands 8 25c. 


Sal soda isin more demand and dealers re- 
port a considerable business in 50 and 100 cask 
iote. The marketis extremely firm owing to 
the limited offerings from the other side, and 
the comparitively high prices quoted there. 
On the spot quotations ranged from 1074%@ 
1 12%c as to brand quantity and seller. but 
there is not much to be had at the inside 
price. 

Bleaching powder continues to improve and 
as the demand increases holders show more 
confidence in the position of the article. 
However, business is as yet almost wholiy 
confined to small quantities for present needs, 
and in the aggregate the transactions are not 
large. On the spot 1 5744@1 6c represent the 
quotations for good brands, but possibly the 
inside figure might be shaded by some holders. 
For arrival 1 524g4@1 55c are the quotations, but 
some sales have been made at a fraction less. 


Acids. 

The market has .been somewhat disturbed 
during the past week, by rumors that the 
Knuickerbocker Chemical Co. was to go out of 
existence, owing to internal dissensions, and 
that steps were being taken to wind up the 
affairs of the company as expeditiously as 
possible. Upon inquiry at the offices of the 
company, these rumors were denied in 
toto, and it was asserted that no effort 
was being made to shut off the existence 
of the corporation. Notwithstanding these 
protestations on the part of the officers and 
representatives of the company, it isa fact 
that considerable fault has been found 
with the management of the affairs of the 
company, and at least one firm has with- 
drawn from the concern. At the meeting of 
the directors, which will be held to-morrow 
(Wednesday), sensational developments are 
anticipated and in all probability a motion will 
be introduced to wind up the company, after 
the existing contracts have been fliled, which 
are said to be quite numerous. At the ontset 
we predicted that unless other tactics were 
pursued by the Knickerbocker Company, the 
enterprise could hardly meet with success and 
the course of events appears to have fully 
justified our comments at that time. 

Acetic acid—The demand has continued un- 
important, infact the market may be said to 
have been very quiet. Values show no change, 
and vary according to the seller. 

Muriatic and nitric acids have not been in 
special request, although a fair business has 
been doing, considering the season. Prices 
show no improvement. 

Oxalic acid—Tbe market would appear to 
have stiffened somewhat, and an effort has 
been made by some of the importers to secure 
supplies, some 30or 40 casks having changed 
hands at prices in the neighborhood of 7c. 
Dealers in some instances have raised their 
views to 74@7%c for spot lots, in a jobbing 
way, but beyond the above, we are unable to 
note any particular sales. The revival of the 
demand, with rather small stocks, appears to 
be the reason for the course of the market. 

Sulphuric acid—Now that the troubles in 
the Knickerbocker Chemical Co. have com-

The English chemical market during the 
past week has been without interest. Prices 
as arule have been steady at previous quota- 
tions and sales mostly confined to small orders. 
The arrivals have been limited and nearly all 
placed on contracts. 

Carbouated soda ash, Liverpool, 48% is only in 
moderate supply, notwithstanding the arrivals 
have come to hand more freely than pre- 
viously noted. Spot goods are firmly held at 
160@1 70c, and while sales are frequent the 
volume of business is not large.as buyers at 
present are only taking in small quantities for 
their immediate wants. To arrive there are 
considerable quantities now on way, but 
nearly all of it has now been placed, so that 
for the little remaining holders are asking 1 60 
@l €7igc, as to brand ard quantity. 58% is 
moving very slowly, and no change in figures 
to report. 

B. M. 48% has arrived freely, and at the 
moment is in fair stock and held at 1 60@1 70c; 
the demand has been aslight improvement, 
although round lots are not meeting with any 
considerable inquiry. To arrive and for ship- 
ments 1 60@1 67i4c will buy, and possibly on 
firm offer ashade under these figures would 
be accepted for a large parcel.

Notes on the Action of Lubricants. 
BY PROF. J. E. DENTON. 

If we “feed” oil to a journal with an ordina- 
ry cup, which bas its rate of feeding restrict- 
ed so that the amount of oil supplied to the 
journal is no greater than is common—say, on 
a locomotive crank-pin, or in lubricating fast 
running shafting, the resistance to rotation 
produced by friction will be from 3 to 20 per 
cent. of the force or load to which the rubbing 
surfaces are subjected. If the rubbing sur- 











faces are in a very smooth condition the 3 per 
cent. limit is realized, but in proportion as the 
surfaces are less smooth the friction approxi-

mates to the greater limit. The average en- 
gine bearing, which is smoothed by natural 
wear unattended with considerable ‘“end- 
play,” may be assumed to create a frictional 
resistance equal to from 5 to10 per cent. of 
the total load on the bearings, that is, the ‘‘co- 
efficient of friction” is from 0°05 to 0°10. The 
idea is somewhat prevalent that modern ex- 
periments with oil testing machines have de- 
monstrated that a journal wears itself, if run 
for a long time without mishap,to such a con- 
dition that a coefficient of friction of a frac- 
tion of 1 per cent. is finally secured. Asa 
matter of fact, the journals of testing ma- 
chines which have given such a low coefficient 
have been nursed by long running, undera 
flood of oil, to an exceptional state of smooth- 
ness, attainable only by maintaining a con- 
stant “end play,”’ or reciprocating motion of 
the brasses, over a considerable fraction of 
the length of the journal. If such bearings 
are supplied with a restricted amount of oil 
and the end-play motion stopped, the coeffi, 
cient of friction immediately ceases from the 
fraction of l per cent. to3or4percent. In 
the case of railroad car bearings there is a na- 
tural realization of the coefficients, because 
the supply of oil is superabundant, and there 
isan “end-play” motion which gives to the 
journal and brass a highly polished surface,

Morin experimented with shaftihg from 
about 1% to 2% inches in diameter, weighed 
with heavy pulleys or discs, so as to produce 
pressure up to about 200 pounds per square 
inch. The bearing surfaces were of cast iron, 
the speed about 100 revolutions per minute. 
This friction was meusured with his well 
known form of recording dynamometer. Lard 
oil was used, and the method of feeding was 
made to conform to that used in practical ser- 
vice, 

His conclusions were as follows: 

Friction during motion is: First,proportion- 
al to pressure; second, independant of the 
area of the surface of contact; third, inde- 
pendent of the velocity of motion. 


It is the object of this article to show that 
these simple laws are still realized as nearly as 
is necessary for the estimation of friction of 
practical machinery. 

&The modern theory of the action of lubri- 
cants conceives the fractional resistance to 
be made up of two parts—viz: a part repre- 
senting the friction due to metallic contact of 
infinitesimal irregularities of the bearing sur- 
faces, and a part representing the force to 
overcome the viscosity or fluid friction of the 
lubricant itself. The first part is believed to 
vary indirect proportion to the pressureor 
load on the bearings. The second part in- 
creases very slowly with the pressure. Hence 
the total friction, which is the sum of the two 
parts, may increase rapidly with the pressure 
if the film of lubricant is so thin as to permit 
considerable metallic contact, or slowly with 
the pressure, if the supply of lubricant is so 
superabundant as to practically destroy me- 
tallic contact by causing a thicker film of oil 
to maintain itself between the ru >bing sur- 
faces, and thereby make the principal resist» 
ance to rubbing simply the force necessary to 
agitate the particles of oil—i.e., the force due 
to the viscosity of the oil.

A study of table II, shows: First, that while 
the friction at the light pressures approxi- 
mates to that given in Table I, for pressures 
above 40 pounds per square inch, it is consid- 
erably less for the superabundant supply; and 
second, that the friction does not increase 
proportionately to the pressure, but follows 
an irregular law evidently depending upon 
the speed. 

Thus, for 300 revolutions the coefficient first 
decreases and then increases as the pressure 
changes from 100t0200 lbs,whereas at 900 revoiu 
tions there is a continued decrease of coeffi- 
cient. The apparent irregularityis, however, 
interestingly in accordance with the theory of 
friction outlined above, Thus, at 13 pounds 
pressure the coefficient of friction is 50 per 
cent. greater at 90 revolutions than at 300, 
because at both speeds sufficient thickness of 
film is maintained to make the portion of fric- 
tion due to viscosity preponderate very large- 
ly over that due to metallic contact. The 
same conditions also apply to the figures at 50 
pounds pressure, 

But at 100 and 200 pounds pressure, the dif- 
ference in the suction effect of the two speeds 
in drawing oil between the rubbing surfaces, 
evidently makes so much difference inthe 
thick ness of the film of oil, that the decrease 
in friction due to the less degree of metallic 
contact at high speed, preponderates over the

The herein described process for 
the extraction of oil, consisting in subjecting 
the material from which the oi) is to be ex- 
tracted to direct contact with superheated or 
dry steam of such a high temperature that 
only sufficient moisture is applied to the ma- 
terial to take the place of the oil in the cells, 
and then expressing the oil, substantially as 
set forth, 

2. The herein described process for the ex- 
traction of oil, consisting in subjecting the 
material from which the oil is to be extracted 
to direct contact with superheated or dry 
; Steam, and thereby opening the oil-cells and 
preparing the muteriel for the extraction of 
the oil without moistening it, and then ex- 
pressing tbe oil by mechanical furce, substun- 
tially as set forth. 

3. In the extraction of oil, the improvement 
which consists in subjecting oleaginous ma- 
terial to the direct action of steam, aud there- 
by opening: the o1! cells without moistening 
the material treated, and then expressing the 
oil, as set forth.
